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National Stamp Week 


Many Stamp Clubs throughout the 
country are already planning for Na- 
tional Stamp Week, which week has 
been suggested by the Gateway Phila- 
telie Society of Chicago. 

It is proposed that the week of No- 
vember 4th to 10th be observed by 
stamp collectors throughout America 
as National Stamp Week. 

Where there is a club, it is sug- 
gested that the club take the lead in 
planning something in the way of a 
Philatelic Event with a view to at- 
tracting public attention to stamp col- 
lecting. Where there is no local club 
it is suggested that individual col- 
lectors get together and at least have 
a small display which can readily be 
made in a local store or bank. 

While any suggested program may 
not fit into the situation in every 
city, a program that is suggested 


should contain many ideas that can be 
applied to your local conditions and 
such a program has been suggested 
by the Austin Philatelic Society of 


Chicago. 

Following is a brief outline of this 
program and such changes and alter- 
ations as will make it fit your local 
situation can of course be made by 
your club or by individuals. 

At the same time, any part of this 
program may be used and the brief 
suggestions here may help you in for- 
mulating a program of your own. 

Here are the plans: 

Use card board posters in store 
windows announcing “week” for three 
or four weeks before November 4th. 

Use stickers on all mail matter. 

Plan an exhibit to be held say the 
first three days of the week, in the 
town hall, or school hall, or church 
hall. 

Have speakers of note to talk each 
evening at the exhibit. 

Have a contest at the exhibit for 
the best stamp story written by a 
school child, papers to be turned in 
week before exhibit opens. Post prize 
Winning papers at exhibit. 

Have teachers in the school get be- 
hind the movement and ask the chil- 





dren to write papers on given stamp 
subjects. 

Ask the Librarian to get up a paper 
to be read on early stamp history. 

Plan to have one big meeting dur- 
ing the week, perhaps at the close of 
the exhibit, or at the end of the week, 
to which you can invite the public, 
and all the boy scouts and girl scouts, 
and the school children. 

The Librarian could read her paper 
at this meeting. 

Have some one get up a paper to be 
read on Pony Express mail. 

Also a paper on what one is able 
to get out of stamp collecting, either 
child or grown up. 

If you have any stamp clubs in the 
near vicinity, share meetings with 
them, go to visit their meeting and 
invite them to your meeting. 

Have a contest for the best poster, 
to be used for next year’s advertise- 
ment. 


Have a contest among the members 
for stamp stories between now and 
Ocotber 15th, the best 3 or 5 stories 
to be read at the big meeting. 

Have boy scout master, or masters, 
put on a showing one night at the 
exhibit of the boys’ work with their 
stamps. Have each boy bring his en- 
tire collection and show it. 

The above program has many ex- 
cellent suggestions embodied in it 
and should be of help in arranging a 
program for your city. 

Another thought that has been con- 
sidered by the Columbus Philatelic 
Club has been the exhibition of sev- 
eral special “spot” frames of stamps. 
For instance, have some member of 
your club who has the desired stamps, 
mount several pages of stamps per- 
taining to Music. The Austrian set 
can be used, the new German set, the 
Paderewski stamp of Poland or any 
other of the same type. These should 
be neatly mounted on album pages 
with description and story below the 
sets or stamps. 

One entire page should then be used 
on which to tell about stamp collect- 
ing and point out its interest and tell- 





ing where the interested party can 
contact the local stamp club for fur- 
ther information. This matter should 
be brief and in large enough lettering 
so that it can be quickly and easily 
read. 

Such a frame of stamps as this can 
be placed in any music store in your 
city. It will attract interest for the 
storekeeper and he should be glad to 
give it space for the week. 


Similar frames tieing up with other 
lines of business can be worked up 
and should be spotted in stores which 
are identified with the views shown 
on the particular stamps. 

If there is an Aviation ticket office 
or promotion bureau in your city, a 
frame of air stamps or covers would 
fit into such a place. 

Try automotive stamps in any auto- 
mobile sales room. 


Linn’s Weekly Stamp News has ap- 
proved National Stamp Week from 
the first time it was suggested by the 
Gateway Philatelic Society and we be- 
lieve that the event will within an- 
other year or two, assume quite a 
prominent part in the activities of all 
stamp clubs. 

In order to assist Clubs in advertis- 
ing this event, we have prepared some 
9x12 inch posters, printed in two col- 
ors. These posters have the words 
National Stamp Week at the top, with 
the date, November 4-10 at the bot- 
tom. In the center is a large picture 
of a postage stamp. The posters will 
make excellent window displays for 
anyone who wants to use them to an- 
nounce or advertise an exhibition in 
their city. 

Orders for these posters will be ac- 
cepted until Otcober 5th. After that 
date no further orders will be ac- 
cepted and orders then on hand will 
be filled within five days. 

The posters are offered at the fol- 
lowing prices, postpaid to Clubs or 
individuals. 10 for 25c; 25 for 50c; 
60 for $1.00. Larger quantities on 
the basis of the latter price. All post- 
paid. 
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In using these posters, a small 
streamer can be pasted at the bottom 
giving location of the exhibition or 
information about the event that is 
being sponsored in your city. 

Get publicity or any stamp story 
that is possible, in your local news- 
papers. Perhaps by next year, spon- 
sors of this week will have arranged 
to supply special syndicated stamp 
stories for publication.

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“Military Station”” Postmark

Incident to the recent maneuvers 
of the regular army and national 
guard, held in the Pine Camp Area 


of New York, from August 17 to 31, 
three post offices were designated to 
handle the incoming and outgoing 
mail for the more than 36,000 officers 
and soldiers participating. 

These offices were Great Bend, 
Philadelphia and Sterlingville, and at 
first it was planned to have “Mili- 
tary Stations” established for the 
first two.

Ultimately, however, it developed 
that only that at Great Bend bore 
the designation of “Military Station,” 
and the official postmark shows the 
name “Great Bend, N. Y.” occupying 
the upper half of the circular mark, 
with “Military Sta.” filling the lower 
half, and the date in the center, as 
“Aug. 27—12 M—1935.” The “killer” 
is a lozenge shape, with figure 1 in 
center. 

Post Office Inspector E. E. White, 
writing from Watertown, N. Y., un- 
der date of Aug. 29, says: 

“Your special cachet covers were 
received, postmarked at Philadelphia, 
New York, and returned to you. For 
your information I might state that 
there was no special designation given 
to the annex operated in connection 
with the regular Post office at Phila- 
delphia. Therefore, the postmark will 
read ‘Philadelphia, N. Y.,’ only.” 

The Great Bend “Military Station,” 
therefore, stands alone as the first 
so designated by the postal authori- 
ties in many years.

Odd Sales Tax Receipts 





Here in Ohio we have little square 
paper receipts to give out when a 
sales tax is paid. In some states they 
have issued coins of small denomina- 
tion made of aluminum. Out in Mis- 
souri the sales tax receipts which pass 
as coins are printed on what appear 
to be Milk Bottle Caps, leastwise they 
are of a stiff card of approximately 
that size, shape and color, printed on 
one side in blue and black for the 
one mill value and in orange and 
black for the five mills values. 

While these items are neither 
stamps or coins, there has been a de- 
mand among collectors for them and a 
collection will make an interesting 
showing.

Assurance that there will be a 
stamp in honor of the dedication of 
the completion of the Boulder Dam, 
comes from no less an individual than 
Postmaster General Farley, himself.

It seems as if the 
deadly monotonous purple of the re- 
cent commemoratives has begun to be 
tiresome, also the search for designs 
suitable for commemoratives is an ar- 
duous one. One suggestion that was 
put forth by a local stamp collector 
was that the State Seals in their of-

amounted to about one millimetre the 
longer direction and one half milli- 
metre the shorter way, was caused by 
paper shrinkage. 

When stamps are printed on flat 
bed presses the sheets of paper are 
first wet to aid in transferring the ink 
from the plate to the paper. While 
it may not be generally known, ordi- 
nary woven paper such as is used to 
print our stamps, has a definite grain. 
It is also true that, while paper 
shrinks in both directions when dry- 
ing, it shrinks more with the grain 
than across it. Therefore, if a cer- 
tain issue of stamps is not printed 
from paper all with the grain running 
the same way, some of the stamps will 
be longer or higher than others of the 
same value and issue. This difference 
in size on the large pictorials amounts 
to the figure given previously. 

The first stamp we recall having 
noticed appearing in two sizes was 
the Yorktown. However, these were 
definitely printed in two ways to try 
to overcome misplaced vignettes and 
poor perforating. 

In the case of the Park stamps the 
whole thing seems to have been a hit 
or miss arrangement. Some or all 
values seem to have appeared in both 
sizes. As far as we have been able 
to determine no complete checklist 
stating which values appear in both 
or either sizes has been published. If 
collectors who have checked up on 
this will be good enough to send us 
what information they have on this 
subject we shall be glad to tabulate 
it for the general use of all our read- 
ers. 

It has been suggested that we also 
work for the general good of our 
readers by publishing information as 
to what post-offices have obsolete is- 
sues in stock. We are willing to do 
this and are sure collectors will ap- 
preciate the information. Therefore, 
if you happen to know where 5c Olym- 
pics, ete., etc., may be obtained, just 
drop us a card, stating quantity avail- 
able and condition if you can find out. 


Color Charts 


Since the announcement of the pub- 
lication of the Stamp Charts which 
have been appeearing in Linn’s Week- 
ly Stamp News, there have been sev- 
eral inquiries from collectors regard- 
ing Color Charts. 

It has been the experience of the 
Editor that there is no satisfactory 
Color Chart. In the more than 40 
years experience in stamp collecting 
he has seen and owned numerous dif- 
ferent color charts, yet none of them 
have ever seemed to be satisfactory. 
At the present time, we do not know 
of any such charts that are offered 
for sale and thus can not advise where 
such a chart may be obtained.

A new scheme has been advertised 
in the New York Newspapers to fi- 
nance travel trips all over. A book 
is given one and stamps are pasted 
in this book and when sufficient of 
them are there then a ticket is pur- 
chased by the company and so off 
for Timbuctoo or points west. 


A new game has been invented here 
in New York by stamp collectors. 
The used Jubilee stamps of Great 
Britain and the British Colonies are 
very hard to get used and as there are 
about sixty full time dealers in New 
York collectors go from one to an- 
other asking for used Jubilees.

Most all of our readers have read 
of the Steamship Dixie going on a 
reef during a hurricane on the coast 
off Florida. A Mrs. Frieda Shprentz 
of 713 Eastern Parkway, Brooklyn, 
who was returning by this boat from 
a visit to Los Angeles with her son 
Herbert, eight years old, said that 
when water poured into their state- 
room and their trunk started to float, 
Herbert asked his mother as to what 
would happen to his stamp collection 
in the trunk and wanted to know 
further that if he did not get back 
to land whether there were stamp 
collectors in heaven and his mother 
assured him there were. 


We saw a stamp that will not be 
listed in catalogues but it intrigued 
us. It is a Jubilee surcharge on a 
stamp of Egypt. The value is one 
piastre and it is a British Force let- 
ter stamp. It has this surcharge|°

It was issued on May 6th, 1935, the 
number issued was 27,000 of which 
none were available 10 days later. 
Only members of His Majesty’s 
Forces were allowed to purchase 10 of 
these stamps. A civilian could not get 
any of these stamps, and we suppose 
that is the reason why they will not 
be listed in catalogues. The copies we 
saw were a used and unused one and 
the price asked was $10 each for 
them. No sales as yet were made at

ARGENTINE In our issue for 
COUNTERFEITS July 6, there was 
printed a_ state- 
ment from Clifton J. English & Co., 
Nashua, N. H., claiming that large 
quantities of counterfeit surcharges 
of the various Departmental issues 
of Argentine were found in a con- 
signment of Argentine stamps pur- 
chased from a dealer in Buenos Aires. 
We are now in receipt of a letter 
from Garcia Herrero & Co., of Buenos 
Aires, stating that they had sold Clif- 
ton J. English & Co., a parcel of 1000 
of such stamps at $3.00 which had 
been returned to them with the claim 
that the stamps bore counterfeit sur- 
charges. 

Garcia Herrero & Co., vigorously 
deny that the stamps are counterfeit 
and point out the folly of such a claim 
when they state that the stamps after 
washing, sorting and bundling are 
sold at a price varying from 15c per

100 and up. They state further that 
they have sold approximately a quar- 
ter million of such stamps to H. E. 
Harris & Co., in the past few months 
and that the stamps are not with 
counterfeit surcharges as was alleged 
by English & Co. 

For our part, we naturally pub- 
lished the informatiton from Mr. Eng- 
lish in good faith. It is more or less 
of a serious thing to make statements 
of such nature unless true and we can 
only caution persons who supply such 
information for publication, to be 
certain of the facts before making 
such statements. 


TOO LATE FOR Almost every week 
PUBLICATION we are obliged to 

drop into the waste 
basket several bits of news which it 
would be useless to publish. We are 
always glad to have news about 
stamp meets where collectors in the 
vicinity and the surrounding territory 
are invited to attend. We mean of 
course, annual meets, conventions and 
big affairs which are held with a view 
to getting large numbers of attend- 
ants. 

We do not feel that we have room 
to print news about purely local club 
meets which are confined to local col- 
lectors and in many cases where prob- 
ably a very few persons would be in- 
terested. 

However, in the case of large stamp 
parties, exhibitions, etc., we always 
like to give out information that may 
reach several hundred collectors who 
might attend if they knew of the 
event. Too often the parties respon- 
sible for spreading the information 
are neglectful and don’t do so in time. 

In order to get such news in any 
of the weekly stamp papers it must 
in practically all instances be in the 
hands of the publishers about ten 
days before the date of the paper in 
which it will appear. Thus in plan- 
ning to send such copy for publica- 
tion, figure out your dates, see that 
you do have the copy into the office in 
time to appear in the paper BEFORE 
the event. It is useless to print it if 
it can not get into the paper until 
after the event has happened.

Postage issues is ready for publica- 
tion. It will require probably 15 to 
20 weeks to complete the matter and 
since the current volume of this paper 
ends with the last issue in October, 
the publishers believe that it will be 
desirable that the publication of this 
series of Charts be held up until the 
beginning of the new volume which 
will start with the first issue for No- 
vember.

A Forged Stamp Makes

John’s. 

During Mr. Harmer’s stay in New- 
foundland they became very friendly 
and eventually became engaged. 
Now they have been married, says 
Reuter. Their wedding reception was 
held at the summer cottage of Mr. F. 
C. Alderdice, Newfoundland’s last 
Prime Minister, who is now one of the 
members of the Commission of Gov- 
ernment. 

After a tour of Canada, Mr. Har- 





mer and his bride will return to Eng- 
land from Montreal on August 31.

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United States Commemorative Stamp Facts 


Wisconsin 





Jean Nicolet came to New France with Champlain 
in 1618 at the age of 20 and was sent to live with the 
Indians to learn their language and mentality. July, 
1634 he started out from Quebec, reached the Hurons 
after a month of hard travel, hired seven Indians to 
paddle his canoe and crossed Lake Huron to, probably, 
Sault Ste. Marie, where he obtained information as 
to the whereabouts of another tribe he was seeking. 
He was then the first white man to see Lk. Mich., 
which he coasted until he reached Green Bay, Wis- 
consin. 

The 300th anniversary of his discovery of Wiscon- 
sin was celebrated largely and after two years of agi- 
tation by citizens of Wisconsin a stamp was issued 
for the event. 

The 3c—Landing of Nicolet—was issued July 7, 
1934, in purple, perf. 11, unwatermarked. The pic- 
ture is taken from a painting by Edward Willard 
Deming which is the property of the Wis. Hist. Soc. 

Plates 21238 to 45, flat plate. Small minors. 
65,000,000 ordered. No final report. 


3c Charter Oak 





The 300th anniversary of the settlement of Con- 
necticut was observed by the issue of a new 3c stamp 
on April 26, 1935. It is a beautiful stamp showing 
the historic Charter Oak, and is being very highly 
commended as a philatelic gem. 

Connecticut was claiming a separate existence under 
a Royal Charter. Governor Andros of New York had 
made repeated attempts to annex its western parts. 
In December, 1666, Andros had been commissioned 
by James II as Governor of all New England and 
landed at Boston. In October 1687, with a body 
guard of 60 soldiers, he marched on Hartford to de- 
mand the Charter. The Assembly was then in meet- 
ing and for hours a furious debate waged. As eve- 
ning fell candles were brought in and lighted. Finally 
the Charter in its box was brought in but before it 
could be surrendered the candles were extinguished. 


In the darkness Capt. Joseph Wadsworth seized the 
precious Charter, fled through a window, made his 
way to a hollow oak tree on the Wyllis estate and 
concealed the Charter in it. There it lay until James 
II was deposed the following year, Andros was im- 
prisoned, when the Charter was triumphantly pro- 
duced and later declared valid by the British courts. 

The Charter Oak was for many years Hartford’s 
leading landmark. It attained a circumference of 25 
feet near the ground and in 1856 was finally demol- 
ished during a storm. 

The 3c—Charter Oak—appeared on April 26, 
1935, in shades of purple and red lilac, rotary press, 


perf. 11, no wmk., and the first order was for 75,000,- 
000 off the stamps. A second order for an additional 
25,000,000 stamps was made, thus increasing the total 
printing to 100,000,000 stamps. Plates certified for 
use were 21392 to 21397, and on plate 21395 stamps 
with the crossmark on the “c” of the right hand “3c” 
have already been reported as defective. 

Hartford, Conn., was the only first day city, and 
the stamp was on sale at the Agency on May 27th, 
First day covers are reported as 217,890, and for the 
first time two publications sent out large amounts of 
advertising in these covers. 


The San Diego 3c 





The California-Pacific International Exposition js 
being held at San Diego, Calif., to celebrate 400 years 
of progress since Juan R. Cabrillo sailed into San 
Diego Bay and claimed Southern California for Spain. 
200 acres of Balboa Park, one of the 5 most beauti- 
ful in the United States, are being used as the exposi- 
tion grounds. The stamp shows an airplane view of 
the grounds, with Point Loma and San Diego Bay 
in the background. 

The 3c—San Diego—was issued on May 29, 1935, 
rotary press, perf. 11, no wmk, and is in the usual 
shades of purple. The initial order is for 75,000,000 
stamps, plates certified being Nos. 21405 to 21408 so 
far. 

San Diego was the first day city and, due to the 
short notice given the public, the Department an- 
nounced that covers postmarked May 29th on the 
packages would all be given the first day cancelation.

Bureau Prints Too 

Beginning with this issue and 
henceforth this column will include 
notes about the ever popular Buro 
Prints as well as the good old gen- 
eral precancels. I will be very glad 
to hear from any of Mr. Morgan’s 
readers and will try to give you boys 
the same service that I render to 
readers *of my General Precancel 
notes. Let’s hear from YOU. 


The New Catalog 

Yes the 15th edition of the Buro 
Print catalog should be in your hands 
by now. I understand the Dunsmuir 
Calif. B-71 took a big jump up to 
something like $3.00 and that the 
Columbus B-52 doubled in price and 
that there is no mention of any of the 
New York B-11’s having the error 
H for an N, this notwithstanding re- 
ports to the contrary. What do you 
find interesting and unusual in your 
new catalog? Tell me about it. 


Chicago 4-1 

Mr. Whitbread in his U. S. Review 
asks about the above dated precancel 
on the 4c 1898 issue. It has been my 
good fortune to see a pair of the 
Chicago precancel dated 4-1 and I 
have heard of a couple other existing 
singles, so altho it is not listed I 
think that the stamp is no rarer than 
its mates the 3c or 5c and from a $1 
to $1.50 should be somewhere near 
the right catalog valuation for it. 


Pittsburgh Missing Period 

Pittsburgh, Pa. is using two double 
line plates to do the precancel work, 
and on each plate there is a missing 
period. One plate you know is for 
the lower value stamps up to but not 
including the 17c the other plate is 
made to fit horizontally the higher 
valued stamps from the 17c up. This

last mentioned plate tho is used on all 
stamps without discretion and we find 
it on the lowest value as well as the 
higher values. Some time back I 
stated that the missing period was 
on the 89th stamp when the big plate 
was used on lower valued stamps 
reading up. Some thoughtful reader 
took exceptions to what I said and 
proceeded to prove that it was the 
82nd stamp and he was right con- 
sidering the position the precancel- 
lation was printed on the stamp. This 
led me then to figure up just where 
the missing period should come in all 
of the possible positions. Remember 
this is figured for the plate made to 
fit the higher valued stamps. As 
said before when used on an upright 
stamp reading up it comes on the 89th 
stamp, but if it reads down you will 
find the missing period on the 12th 
stamp. Then if the plate is used as 
it- should be on the higher value 
stamps reading across normally the 
missing period comes on the 82nd 
stamp but if printed across inverted 
it will come on the 19th stamp. There 
are quite a few Pittsburgh double 
line precancels around so look yours 
over. 


The Mail 

The Missouri Mule came in with a 
Connecticut Terc. precancelled Sedalia 
in type I inverted. Also included 
in the Mules bosom was a Ic ord. 
precancelled Sheldon in U-120. My 
friend from down in Ga. sent me on 
cover a le Century of Progress from 


old Augusta in U-120 type. The 
Yankee used a pair of %e Athol, 
MASS. to get here this time. Have 


a nice collection of Michigan to look 
over from the Detroit Precancel Shop. 
Priced right, too. 


Argentine Puts Ban on
